The manner in which he worked is 
described by the clergyman of his 
parish, the author of a memoir of 
Carter, published recently in this oity.

In the sum- 
mer o( I860 his sister had drawn him 
out. when, wishing t<> give her the 
pleasure of ajavorite walk on a beauti- 
ful summer day, he insisted thai she 
should go home across (he fields, 
while he was drawn home on th 
by a boy. His sister at length yielded 
to his solicitations. He watched her 
as lone- as he could sec her, fearful 
that she might be frightened at some 
cattle gracing near where she had to 
pass.
